Fahd receives President Amin 


JEDDAH, Oa. 25 (Agencies) 
— Ugandan Pres idem ldi Amin 
arrived here Wednesday on a 
state visit for talks on African 
problems. Middle East develop- 
ments and bilateral relations. 

Crown Prince Fahd and 
senior officials greeted the 
Ugandan leader. The welcom- 
ing party included Second De- 
ploy Premier and Commander 
of the National Guard, Prince 


Abdullah, and Mecca Governor 
Prince Pawwaz. 

Shortly after his arrival 
President Amin conferred with 
Prince Fahd. 

The meeting was amended on 
the Saudi side by Prince Abdul- 
lah Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al-Faisal, and Ahmad Se- 
raj, head of the African desk at 
the ooreign ministry. 

On the Ugandan side, Bashir 
Jumaa, a foreign undersecre- 


tary, and the other members 
of President Amins delegation 
were present. 

President Amin has just end 
ed a one-day visit to Egypt, 
where he held talks with Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat on the 
Middle East situation, includ- 
ing last month's Camp David 
discussions between Egypt and 
Israel.

TEL AVIV. Oci. 25 (Ri — 
Israel's cabinet approved a 
revised version of the draft 
peace treaty with Egypt Wed- 
nesday after inserting amend- 
ments proposed by Prime Min- 
ister Men a hem Begin. 

As the cabinet debated the 
dfafr. President Anwar Sadat 
said Wednesday that Egypt was 
determined to conclude a peace 
treaty with Israel but insisted 
on certain alterations to the 
proposed draft. 

At the end of 17 hours of 
debate stretching over three 
days, the Israeli cabinet en- 
dorsed the amended draft with 
15 ministers voting in favor, 
none against and nwo abSain- 
ing. 

Details of the draft and the 
amendments were not disclos- 
ed. But Health Minister Elie- 
zer Shostak said most of the 
changes concerned the thorny 
issue of “linkage." 

This has emerged as an 
emotional new code word in 
the lexicon of Arab- Israeli re- 
lations. In Israeli eyes linkage 
means "unwarranted" Ameri- . 
can and Egyptian attempts to 
connect the peace treaty with 
the larger issue of a settlement 
,in Gaza and the West Bank of 
Jordan. 

The amended Israeli draft 
will be conveyed back to Wa- 
shington by Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizroan when 
they resume the interrupted 
Blair House talks later 
week. 

A government spokesman 
later announced' that Dayan 
and Weizman will return' to 
Washington Thursday morning. 

When the cabinet session 
ended. Begin read out to re- 
porters the decision it had re- 
ached. This was: 

«Th£ government approves 
in principle the draft peace 
treaty between Egypt and Is- 
rael presented to it by the de- 
legation which attended die 
peace conference in Washing- 
ton. The government (also) 
approves the proposed amend- 
ments put forward by the prime 
min is ter. 


“In accordance with this, the 
Government handed instructions 
to ihe delegation and authoriz- 
ed it to continue in the nego- 
tiations for the signing of a 
rw-ice treaty. 

"The Government also 


ap- 
proved instructions to the d>*le- 
eation proposed bv the justice 
minister /Shnmiiel Tnmir) The 
final draft of a create treaty 
with Eevnt with all its appen- 
dices will be hroueht 10 ihe ap- 
proval of the government and 
the Knesset foarliament)." 


Tnnrvr w*v« hnd been repor- 
ted doubtful about the draft, 
told reporters be was satisfied 
wi«b ibe amended version The 
revisions, he said, cleared 
the hesitations some ministers 
had entertained 
The two abstentions were re- 
gistered bv Energy Minister 
Yitsafc Modai and by Shostak. 
Several other ministers who 
had been reported ready to

Muba ra k: No peace , 
war without Egypt 


KEUSIEDL. Austria. Oct. 
25 (Agencies) — Egyptian 
V.ce-P resident Hosni Mubarak 
urieted Chancellor Bruno 
Kjeisky Wednesday on Middle 
East developments since last 
month's Camp David accords. 

Following a 90-minute meet- 
ing wtth Kreisky, Mubarak told 
newsmen "without Egypt there 
is neither war nor peace in the 
Middle East.” 

The statement came in reply 
to a question as to alleged So- 
viet efforts toward moving 
Syria to a w&r against Israel. 

He conceded there were -still 
some differences between 
EgypL and Israel, but he added 
they could be bridged. 

The Egyptian official ; s 
making a European tour io 
explain President Anwar Sa- 
dat's views. He slopped n 
Austria briefly on his way 
from West Germany to Yugos- 
lavia ind Romania. 

Dr. Kreisky, who takes a 
stong personal interest in the 
Middle East, said the Palesti- 
nian problem remained the 


most important unsolved 
sue. 

Earlier in Vienna. Mubarak 
said the planned Arab summit 
in Baghdad could not stop 
his country from reaching an 
ultimate peace settlement with 
Israel, adding Egypt could 
not be “put in a corner." 

Mubarak told newsmen in a 
brief airport news conference 
“we did not mention any date 
at all. We do not slick to this 
date." When he was asked 
whether he believed Nov. 1°. 
the tentative deadline for sign- 
ing the peace accord with Is- 
rael. could be observed. 

Asked to comment on the 
stance of Arab slates rejecting 
Egypt" s negotiations with Is- 
rael and the Arab conference 
planned to convene in the 
Iraqi capital Nov. 2, Mubarak 
said: 

“This (summit! is not pre- 
pared against Egypt, they are 
preparing the summit again-it 
themselves."

Iran demonstrations continue 
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TEHRAN, Oct. 25 (R) — 
Major demonstrations against 
the Shah continued throughout 
Iran Wednesday, with thou- 
sands of militants on the 
march at two Tehran univer- 
sities and arson attacks in the 
northern town of Gorgan. 

In the western town of Kho- 
rramabad, where two demons- 
trators were killed in clashes 
on Monday, a man described 
by. newspapers as a plainclothes 
security man was shot dead 
when troops opened fire on an 
estimated 20,000 demonstrators. 

At least 50 persons have died 
so far this month in an io' 
creasing wave of violent pro- 
test against the Shah’s rule. The 
demonstrations last month led 
to the imposition of martial 
law. in 12 cities. 

In Gorgan, crowds set fixe 
Wednesdayfrto houses and gov- 
ernment buildings. According 
to unconfirmed reports about 
12 persons were killed in. Gor- 
gan Tuesday when troops open- 
ed fire on 30,000 angry de- 
monstrators. Official sources 
said one person was killed and 
10 seriously wounded. 

Authorities meanwhile began 
releasing 1,126 political prison- 
ers to mark the Shah’s 59th 
birthday Thursday in the big- 
gest amnesty of ks kind in 

Demonstrators are demand- 
ing the release of all Iran’s po- 
litical prisoners, estimated by 
the dissident Committee for the 


Defense of Political Prisoner 
to number around 5.000. 

About 15,000 students took 
part in anti-government de- 
monstrations inside the cam- 
puses of Tehran University and 
the Aryamebr Technical Uni- 
versity here. Troops were post- 
ed outside the campuses but 
there were no clashes. 

The campus protests were 
staged separately by left-wing 
and Muslim student groups, 
and the 3,000-strong demonstra- 
ition at Aryamehr was openly 
organized by an underground 
guerrilla group called tne 
.Moujahadin-e-Khalq- 

In an apparent backlash 
against -a big peaceful anu- 
goverament rally in Hamad&n 
Tuesday, about 5,000 pefsons 


burned down three cinemas 
and looted shops and banks, 
newspapers said. 

The reports said troops made 
no attempt to intervene and 
police were not present. 

Meanwhile in Paris Irans 
exiled religious leader Ayatollah 
Khomaini flatly ruled out “any 
kind of conciliation or com- 
promise" with the Shah, and 
said he would not abandon his 
campaign of religious unrest 
until the Shah is "swept from 
power." 

In the first fullscaJe interview 
he has given since arriving in 
France early this month, Kho- 
maini told the French news 
agency Agence France Presse 
he refused to wage a joint

The Shedgum station is 
nearly completed and the Uth- 
manjya will be commissioned 
id the new year, the paper said 
Wednesday. They will have a 
combined installed capacity 
of 825 megawatts from II 
turbines fuelled by the Natur- 
al Gas Liquids processing 
centers currently under cons- 
truction at the two sites. 

The two stations are situat- 
ed on the backbone of the 
project for a unified, single- 
grid electricity system, which

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GOVERNMENT-IN -EXILE 

Presidents Ahmad Hassan Bakr and Hafez Assad appear 
to have succeeded in puuing aside the various differences that 
have separated their neighboring countries for years. They 
have opened a now chapter of cooperation, especially in -the 
military field — a situation which might alter the mili tary baL 
a nee in the region and influence the war and peace situation. 
Their agreement will also influence the forthcoming summit 
conference in Baghdad. 

Some points are still not very dear. One is the stationing 
of Iraqi troops along the Syrian front with Israel and Iraq's 
position vis-a-vis the U.N. Security Council resolutions, in- 
cluding Resolution 242. which Syria has accepted. Another 
is the attitude of Jordan and the other Arab states toward 
•his new alliance A third is the position of the Soviet Union 
which continues to play a very cautious and restrained role in 
the Middle East despite the efforts of Algeria's President 
Houari Eoumcdienne and his foreign minister Mr. Abdul Aziz 
Bouteflika who have visited Moscow for talks after President 
Assad's visit. 

The summit will put these developments in proper focus. 
It will also deal with tw 0 possible developments that are re- 
lated to the whole changing political face of the Middle East. 
The first is a Ha lest i man -Iraqi conciliation, which must be 
seen as an off -shoot of the Iraqi -Syrian peace. The second 
is the holding of a conference of the foreign minister? of the 
“Steadfastness Front" with Iraq attending after boycotting the 
front since its creation in the wake of President Sadat's visit 

to Jerusalem last year. . , 

But the most important developmimi may be the creation 

of a Palestinian government- in -exile to take over from the 
Palestine Liberation Organization and end all talk about find- 
ing another representative of the Palestinians. The govern- 
ment-in-exile will be debated by the Palestine Central Council 
Friday. The council will seal the unification of all the com- 
mando groups under the PLO to make the possibility of a 
government beter than ever. A PLO leader is also discussing the’ 
idea with Soviet leaders and he hoped that by the time the 
Baghdad .summit me* 1 *, -there will be general Arab approval 

of the idea. . . ...... . . 

The Palestinians have toyed with the idea of a government- 

in-cxile For years now but this must be their best chance of 
forming one. Even the Carter administration is reported to 
be unopposed j! though not openly in favor. The PLO has 
taken note of the official American position that it does not 
object to its members taking part in the proposed self-rule 
elections in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. The Palestinians 
remain warv of American design* in the Middle East but re- 
peated statements upholding the Palestinian role in any future 
souk-mem could not have gone unnoticed. Special envoy 
Harold Saunders has made the point clear in talks with West* 
Sank leaders and nther U.S. officials have confirmed that 
the Carter a dminisi ration docs not particularly like the idea 
of one Arab side deciding on behalf of all the Arabs or the 
Palestinians themselves. 

In the end. the creation of a government- in- exile will heap 
to overcome ihe hurdle of who is a terrorist and who is not. 

Ii will also help the American administration in trying to win 
for Lhe Palestinians of Ihe occupied territories a better deal 
From i he Begin government. The Baghdad summit could 
endorse such a government even if it Lakes a different attitude 
on other topics. 

CYPRUS UNITY 

The United States has resumea arras shipments to Turkey 
after a four-year break that resulted from Turkey's invasion 
of Cyprus. There is no firm indication at present that Turkey 
will reciprocate the American gesture by some kind of political 
quid pro quo in the island, like pulling its army out. or agree- 
ing to udk about a reunification of the divided island. But 
u would sejm that some kind of Turkish concession is implicit 
:r. 'fu resumption of American arms supplies although the 
ii’ipmcni of arms is as much in the interest of Western defense 
plans as it '15 in that of Turkey. 

Cyprus has never been a model for ethnic coexistence, 
except for a short period when the British held sway over 
the whole island as a colonial power during which neither the 
Greek nor the Turkish Cypriots could affectively dominate 
affairs in the country. Trouble started when the Greek Cyp- 
riois toughi for independence as a prelude to Enosis. or union 
tvj*h Greece. The Turks resented the prospect but were some- 
how content to coexist with the Greek Cypriots under the 
leadership of Archbishop Makarius who held the stick by 
ihe middle and managed to keep the country united under one 
government. 

jt was left to the Greek colonels to upset the applecart in 
the island when they instigated Nicos Sampson to stage his 
ill-fated coup to overthrow the Archbishop and carry out the 
E-nosis dream. The Turks had to move, and in the process, 
divided the country effectively for the first time in centuries, 
‘ihe Turkish invasion was in many ways justifiable but con- 
li iurd partition of the island is not. 

The country is so tiny — 3572 sq. miles — 

v,ffh a population of jusi 640.00U that carv- 
ing it up into 4 two mini-states would make both sector? 
ludicrously small and hardly viable economic units. The 
longer this dc f 3 do partition remains, lhe harder it will be to 
reunite the country.

Israel’s facade settlements

LONDON — 

Jordan's King Hussein is 
again emerging as the central 
figure in diplomatic efforts be- 
ing made by the United Slates 
and Britain to widen the Mid- 
dle East peace talks and pre- 
vent Egypt’s isolation from 
the Arab world. 

The talk^ in Washington on 
an Israel-Egypt peace treaty 
have run into difficulties, main- 
ly, it appears, because of 
Egypt’s attempts to link the 
implementation of a treaty 
with progress on the future of 
the Palestinians on the West 
Bank and in Gaza. 

President Anwar Sadat is 
trying to mobilize international 
support and last week his Vice- 
President. Hosni Mubarak, had 
talks with Prime Minister Cal- 
laghan in London as pari of a 
tour of European capitals. 

Hussein is important because 
he is on reasonably good terms 
with most of the countries now 
in dispute over the Camp Da- 
vid peace terms. He is directly 
concerned because Jordan is 
one of the confrontation sta- 
tes. It has a border with Israel, 
das formerly sovereign • over 
the West Bank and Arab Jeru- 
salem and still has a majority 
of Palestinians among its citi- 
zens. even within the truncated 
territory of the East Bank. 

-Hussein has long been friend- 
ly with Egypt. Saudi Arabia 
and the other conservative 
Arab oil states. He has had 
aid from them and arms and 
political backing from ihe Uni- 
ted States. He maintains dose 
political links with Britain. 

In the year since Sadat laun- 
ched his peace initiative with 
his journey to Jerusalem. Hus- 
sein has moved closer 10 Syria, 
once a bitter enemy. He stayed 
away from the recent Damas- 
cus summit meeting of the 


‘•Steadfastness* front of Arab 
states opposed to Sadat, but 
while the meeting was on two 
of it? participants Colonel Qad- 
dafi of Libya and Yasser Ara- 
fat. the chairman of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, 
came to Jordan to see him. 

At the same time. Hussein is 
on good enough terms with 
Iraq to accept an invitation to 
next week’s Summit in Bagh- 
dad. He has criticized the Camp 
David agreement, especially 
those parts dealing with the 
West Bank and the Palestinians. 
But he has neither rejected the 
agreements in total nor reviled 
Sadat for making them. 

He put a number of questions 
about the agreements to the 
United States and the answers 
were brought to him in Amman 
by the State Department’s top 
backroom policy expert on the 
Middle East. Harold Saunders. 

The Americans and the Bri- 
tish hopefully see Hussein as a 
channel through which Che 
•Palestinians and eventually 
Syria might be brought into 
the peace negotiations. 

A counter-move was in pro- 
gress in Damascus, where an. 
Iraqi special envoy, Tariq Aziz, 
a member of the ruling Baath- 
jst Revolutionary Command 
Council, spent three days talk- 
ing to President Hafez Assad 
and other Syrian leaders. The 
talks paved the way fur a pre- 
summit meeting between Assad 
and the Iraqi President Hassan 
Bakr, who have been enemies 
for years. 

The Syrian Minister of In- 
formation, Ahmad (skandar, is 
reported to have said in Da- 
mascus. “We confidently ex- 
pect a lot from the Baghdad 
summit — a unified Arab front, 
economic and military support 
for the confrontation states and

Europe's political consensus 


The Soviet interest in the 
Middle East may be tempered 
at this time, as on earlier occa- 
sions, by its desire to maintain 
good relations with the United 
States, for the signature of a 
new SALT treaty limiting nu- 
clear weapons now appears 
imminent. And Brezhnev may 
be preparing for his last sum- 
mit. 

Moreover, both Syria and the 
Soviet Union favor a negotia- 
ted peace with Israel based on 
United Nations Resolution 242 
and the Palestinians’ right to 
an independent national state. 
Iraq still rejects Resolution 242 
and thinks negotiation is fruit- 
less unless backed by Arab 
military strength. 

The Iraqis want to build up 
(he Eastern Front against Is- 
rael They have offered to send 
some of iheir troops to Syria 
and Jordan and to set up a 
fighting fund of $ 9 billion. 
They want the Arab nation to 
form a clear and comprehen- 
sive policy for military, diplo- 
matic and economic action. 
They argue that the Arabs 
now are too weak to negotiate 
only because they have failed 
to mobilize tbeir powerful re- 
sources. 

With a population of over 
11 million, oil revenues of 
$8 billion a year and substan- 
tial armed forces, Iraq bees it- 
self as the second strongest 
Arab state in the Middle East 
after Egypt. It considers it na- 
tural to take the lead in mobi- 
lizing Arab resources to offset 
Egypt’s defection from the 
Arab front. 

But it remains to be seen 
whether the Iraqi leaders are 
prepared to make the compro- 
mises that will be necessary 
with other Arab states to pro- 
duce a united Arab policy at 
the momentous meeting in 
Baghdad.— (OFNS)

BRUSSELS — 
Despite five years 01 econo.- 
mic crisis and political divisive- 
ness, prospects that the nine 
countries of the European Eco- 
nomic Community are at last, 
ready for greater economic and 
political unity now appear bri- 
ghter ilian at any time since 
Britain joined the EEC in 1973. 

That proved to be a year of 
short-lived European optimism, 
savagely truncated by the oil 
crisis and ensuing political 
strife, as European governments 
each ran for the nearest eco- 
nomic lifeboat. 

Now things are looking up. 
Modest optimism, both among 
•EEC policy-makers and obser- 
vers, is buttressed by three 
main arguments. 

First, as the absence of Ame- 
rican economic leadership per- 
sists, the EEC is now making 
determined moves towards the 
creation of its own “European 
Monetary System,'* mooted by 
Germany and France as a 
partial replacement to the 
doomed Bretton Woods arran- 
gement. Second, the seeds of 
a new political union could be 
sown with the first Europe-wide 
elections in the summer of 
1979. Third, negotiations to en- 
large the EEC to include Gree- 
ce, Portugal and Spain, are 
seen as further proof of 
Europe's new-found dynamism. 

But the key factor is consider- 
ed here to be the European 
monetary scheme, the brain- 
child of the EEC’s executive 
president, Roy Jenkins, and 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt,' 
under whom Germany’s econo- 
mic power has gradually been 
converted into political clout. 

A decisive European response 
to the vacuum created by the 
.free-falling dollar is seen here 
! as essential to the EEC's econo- 


mic recovery. 

Recovery’, say officials here, 
is impossible when the best- 
laid plans are continual!) un- 
dermined by the divergent per- 
formance of European curren- 
cies against the dollar and each 
other. 

“Monetary disarray ha* crea- 
ted a major complication in our 
economic recovery efforts." 
surmises Viscount Etienne Da- 
vignon. the EEC executive who 
masterminded the Common 
Market's controversial steel 
crisis plan and widely consider- 
ed one of the brightest stars in 
the European political firma- 
ment. “Unemployment pres- 
sures have created such politi- 
cal pressures that without a 
recovery program, the very 
basis of our political system is 
under stress," he explained. 

The breakdown of the dollar- 
dominaled Bretton Woods sys- 
tem has thus led to potentially 
explosive distortions in econo- 
mic relationships, particularly 
between the U.S. and Europe, 
warned Davignon. 

“The American economy is 
healthier than the average Euro- 
pean economy, yet the average 
European currency is healthier 
than the U.S. currency." 

This “extraordinary para- 
dox,” besides being a perma- 
nent worry to European gov- 
ernments racing U.S. exports 
cheapened by ton -slung green- 
back, is further proof tor Da- 
vighon of the monetary dislo- 
cation now wracking the world 
economy. Faced with this, EEC 
countries, much more depen- 
dent for economic success tnan 
the U.S. on a stable internatio- 
nal environment, are now be- 
ing forced to act in concert. 

ine alternative, says Davignon, 
is that “embryonic European 
unification gets destroyed by 
distortions created by chang- 
ing currency relationships.’’

cern here. While, "The U5. n 
mains the must powerful cour 
uy in the world,” Dawgno 
also identifies “a degree of re 
luciance to accept the coose 
quences ot being the workf 
strongest power.”

The question is moot, and 
certainly not one the ariist 
would ask. herself. Painters, 
writers, musicians — all choose 
as their themes that for which 
(bey feel an affinity, or a fas- 
cination. Renee counts as 
friends a number of the talen- 
ted young Qatari artists, but 
as she herself points out, 
(here is no reason for them 
“naturally'’ to want to paint 
her squinting muazzen in his 
ballooning bisht, any more 


than she herself should wan; 
“naturally” to paint the mis- 
sions or the aerospace workers 
of her own native' California. 

Coming from that state, fa- 
mous as the cradle of fads 
and birthplace of the movies, 
h is probably no accident that 
Renee struggles against the 
ephemeral. Daughter of a s-eel 
company executive who held 
classes in metal sculpture at 
night, the young woman has 
a practical side too. She de- 
rives part of the income which 
supports her serious work from 
producing greeting cards “with 
an intricate design the public 
goes for.” 

Bur her first love is draw- 
ing buraan figures — catching 
their expressions and moods—- 
and what they wear. And in 
this she finds photography as 
essential as charcoal and 
paints. 

“Being an artist in Doha is 
easier now than it was a few 
years ago,’* she says, ‘‘be- 
cause people have become 
used to cameras. This is im- 
portant to me because ) prefer 
drawing people, but 1 still 
can't simply pull out a pad and 
start sketching in the souk.“ 

Renee Miles’ attention to 
how her subjects adorn them- 
selves — from the most elegant 
sheikha h to the simplest fisher- 
man's children — led to a cu- 
riosity about the indigenous 
jewelry of Qatar. Her inter- 
est turned to fascination, abet- 
ted by her boss and friend 
Nasser Othman, owner of the 
art gallery at the Gulf Hotel. 
Othman himself, who is also 
Qatar's Director of Arts and 
Culture and an aggressive pro- 
moter of local talent, possesses 
a rather magnificent family 
treasury of Qatari jewelry 
which he gave over to Renee 
to document. 

The project would be an in- 
triguing one for many artists, 
and Renee appreciates her 
good luck. 

“This jewelry was actually 
bought for and worn by the 
women of Nassers family" 
she says. “But we are treating 
the collection like ait. There's 
everything here from ornate 


wedding collars to what we 
might call charms. And it's all 
beautiful.” 

The artist and her patron 
intend to publish a book of 
fine line drawings of Qatari 
jewelry, along with photo- 
graphs to show how the pieces 
were worn. 

Won’t this project be dupli- 
cating the work of Heather 
Colyer Ross, whose exquisitely 
produced “Bedouin Jewelry 
pf Saudi Arabia” is a piece of 
art in itself? 

Not at all, says Renee. 

‘There are different styles 
in the Gulf. Bedouin jew'elry 
is certainly around, but here 
pearl diving was more of an 
influence, and there are more 
Indian characteristics locally 
because of the trade between 
Qatar and that country” 

Renee says elaborate wed- 
ding pieces may still be found 
in some of the old shops in 
(be souks of downtown Doha, 
'but admits the craft is disap- 
pearing. Yet it is projects just 
such as hers which might re- 
invigorate the dying art. 

“My work is going to be 
like a blueprint,'' she says. 
“I’ll do very fine drawings in 
black and white of each piece 
— so detailed (bat a craftsman 
who wanted to could recreate 
the dye.” 

Renee’s husband Alan is 
working for Qatar’s Ministry 
of Education, preparing a new 
English language teaching pro- 
gram. The task is well on its 
way to completion. When their

JEDDAH— Al-Ahli Sport- 
ing Club of Jeddah started this 
year's Saudi soccer season as 
holder of both the premier 
league title and the Kings 
Cup. 

The club was formed in 
1937 and caters to basketball, 
volleyball. handball and seve- 
ral other sports in addition to 
soccer. 

It is the Al-Ahli soccer team 
that is the best known of the 
club's various sports teams 
and has a very successful his- 
tory behind it. Al-Ahli has 
won the King's Cup 8 times in 
17 years, and. although it fin- 
ished behind Al-Hilali in the 
first league competition in 
1977. it won the premier league 
last year by one point from 
Riyadh's AI-Nasr. 

Al-Ahli has been in ihe 
forefront of the upsurge of in- 
terest in soccer in Saudi Ara- 
bia in recent years. There are 
3 main stadiums in Riyadh. 
Jeddah and Dammam, and 
crowds of 40.000 are quite 
common at league matches, a 
figure which is comparable 
with many of the leading soc- 
cer nations. 

Visits by several major for- 
eign teams have helped to pro- 
mote this interest, and Al-Ahli 
has. in the last two seasons, 
played against Juvemus, Atle* 
tico, Sao Paulo, Botofago and 
the full Brazilian national 
side. 

Saudi soccer dubs are per- 
mitted *o have two foreign 
players in the side for each 
game, and the addition of 
man y of the successful Tunis- 
ian side as well as such inter- 
national players as Riveiino 
of Brazil and Sjoberg of Swe- 
den has increased the popular 
appeal of the game. 

AJ-Ahli coach Didi feels 
tha* the addition of these 
players can only help the de- 
velopment of the game in 
Saudi Arabia. Speaking in 
Jeddah recently, Didi noted 
■that “the youth can learn 
from these players, and «he 
footballers from abroad leave 
something behind for the local 
players to benefit from. 

Didi feels that the major 
requirement in the Kingdom 
is to have a successful nation- 
al side. ‘The Saudi national 
side has to start ‘advertising’ 
Saudi soccer abroad, and if 
the national team wins it is 
good for soccer within the 
Kingdom.” 

The success of the Ahli side 
is based on a carefully-deve- 
loped structure of enthusiastic 
management, co-operation and 
talent. The Ahli soccer mana- 
ger, A!i Othman, feels that 
this success stems from the 
interaction of three factors: a 
strong management team head- 
ed by the club president. 
Prince Khaled: an experienced 
coaching staff: and a pool of 
talented players. 

The coaching of the Ahli 
team is under the direction of 
Didi. who is now in his third 
season with the club. Didi is 
famous as a member of the 


Brazilian side which won the 
World C'up in 1958 and 1962. 
and us the couch of the Pe- 
ruvian side which hud its most 
successful World Cup in 1970 
in Mexico. 
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hid Joltur and the captain, 
Abdurazng Ahuduwood. and 
goalkeeper Add Ruwus com- 
prise a solid defensive line-up 
which conceded only 13 goals 
in 23 games iasL season. 


ience and talent al his disposal 
added lo the extra balance 
brought to the side by lurek. 
Didi and the Ahli supporters 
can look, forward to another 
successful season.

Didi joined Al-Ahli in 1976. 
and under his direction the 
club won the Kings Cup in 
his first season. Lust year the 
club went one step further, re- 
taining the King s Cup and 
adding the premier league title 
in a close finish. 

Didi has built up u close- 
knit squad of players who 
have been with the club for 
several years, although most 
of the squad are still in their 
early twenties. 

The one new addition to the 
pool this season is Tarek 
Diab. a Tunisian midfield 
player who was one of ^ the 
successes of his country's re- 
markable performance in Ar- 
gentina this summer. Tarek is 
a skillful player who likes to 
move into attack to assist his 
forwards, and has added a 
variety and balance to the 
Ahli side. 

Amin Dabbo, the talented 
Ahli winger, feels that Tarek 
will help io create many chan- 
ce for himself and the other 
forwards and welcomes the 
opportunity to play with the 
Tunisian. The introduction of 
Tarek in midfield has enabled 
Didi to move Ahmed Al-Sa- 
gir from midfield to the at- 
tack. 

Sagir is a fast, skillful play-| 
er who is a born scorer, accor- 
ding to Didi. and his move for- 
ward to join Dabbo and 
Khoja ly has given the Jeddah 
side a very effective ihxee- 
pronged attack. Dabbo. a slim 
winger from Senegal, is a na- 
tural ball-player who has the 
ability to leave defenders stan- 
ding, while Khojaly, an easy- 
going and humorous person 
off the field, is a deadly stri- 
ker in the opposition penalty 
area. 

The rest of the side is com- 
posed of players who have 
been with the club for several 
seasons and make up a stable 
units behind the attack. 

In midfield Tariq Khayai, 
who came into the side from 
the juniors last season. and 
Idriss Adam form the spring- 
board from which Tarek and 
the forwards -can launch at- 
tacks. Behind the.se two. Fa- 
had liid. Ibrahim Mariki. Wa- 


Behind the first team play- 
ers and reserves are several 
layers of second and junior 
sides which contain many 
players who are being nurtur- 
ed and brought on for first 
team duty. 

One such example is Sa ma- 
de. a powerful defender, who 
made his debut against AI- 
Kadasia this season as substi- 
tute for the injured Wahid 
Johar. Samado had a most im- 
pressive game, and Didi feels 
he could turn out to one of 
the best Saudi players if he is 
brought on carefully. 

This emphasis on the deve- 
lopment of young players is 
■part of Al-Ahfi's attempt to 
have a successful first team 
and to ensure that the neces- 
sary talent is coming through 
to provide continuity in the 
side. 

Didi feels that this season 
will be very difficult for the 
leading dubs, including Al- 
Ahli. but will therefore be 
more interesting for the pub- 
lic. The Ahli couch thinks that 
Al-Nasr will again be a chal- 
lenger, and that Al-lttihad and 
AJ-Hilal, both which new 
coaches and players, will be 
looking to do well. Al-lttifaq 
from Dammam and Mecca's 
Al-Wehda are two other sides 
who will be hoping fur a 
good season. 

In contrast, AJ-Ahli striker 
Dabbo feels that Jeddah club 
could have u better chance 
this season than last. 
Dabbo thinks that Al-Ahli 
has a settled and stable side 
while the other main dubs 
have all brought in new 
players and will therefore 
need some time to achieve 
the necessary teamwork.

Saudi National team trains with the World Sports Acaderp 


By Joyce Prince 

RIYADH — The World 
Sports Academy, a British Com- 
pany founded in 1976, came to 
Saudi Arabia to assume the 
rewarding task of developing a 
national soccer program for 
young men. 

In the period since they ar- 
rived in July of 1976, their 
efforts have been crowned with 
considerable success. The Saud ; 
national soccer team this yea,' 
has played equal contests with 
British clubs representing the 
world's best. 

Duncan Hill, the chief re- 
presentative of the Academy 
in Riyadh, came to Saudi Ara- 
bia at the age of 26. Before 
Riyadh, he organized Ihe foot- 
ball program for the Midfield 
School, one of England's bet- 
ter-known schools. 

Hill came to Riyadh, be 
said, because “I felt it would 
be a tremendous opportunity 
to work in a field of my in- 
terest with such a diversified 
range of football challenges.” 

This year's season began 
Sept.. 7 and will end in May. 
The first match pitted the 
Saudi Youth team (called the 
“Under Nineteen" team) 
against the Liverpool Youth 
team. The Saudi National 
team' went against the Morocco 
Military on Sept. 28, and on 
Oct. 2, the Saudis played to a 
spectacular tie with the Liver- 
pool F.C. learn — European 
champions for the last two 
years. . ■ . . 

It is a busy schedule. This 
year the Saudi National team 
will play about 30 games, from 
Bangkok to Cyprus. 

The Academy works under 
contract with the Kingdom’s 
Youth Welfare Organization 
led by the organization’s presi- 
dent. Price Faisal Ibn Fahd. 

The program developed by 
the World Sports Academy 
follows a three-phase pro- 
gram. They have evolved in 
stages as facilities, staff and 
actual player development has 
progressed. 

Phase I started in July of 
1976 and was aimed at develop- 
ing the Saudi National First 
Team. These first team players 
were selected by Hill from 
around the Kingdom. Acade- 
my coaches scouted League 
matches that year to pick out 
players who could represent a 
top-flight national club. 

Phase II. aimed at develop- 
ing a second national team of 
“Under Nineteen" players, be- 
gan in November of 1976. This 


team evolved with a special 
emphasis. As Hill put it: 
“geiting them early." Since 
then., approximately half the 
“Under Nineteen" players have 
moved up to the national club- 

Phase III started in March 
of last year. Nine new Acade- 
my staff were added, bringing 
the company's total to about 
40. The plan is now twofold- 
start a junior team (“Under 
Sixteen") and begin a coaches 
training program throughout 
Saudi Arabia. 

From here on out. the em- 
phasis is on realizing the total 
program: strengthening the three 
teams, spreading more exper- 
tise and training across the 
country, and developing coa- 
ches from the ranks of the 
players themselves. Some of 
the areas now being visited in- 
clude Taif. Abha. Buraidah. 
Hail and Majma Zilfi. The 
coaching staff visits three 
areas in mobile trailers, setting 
up one or two week training 
camps, and going carefully 
through the disciplines that 
develop talent into team skill 
and coaching. 

The Academy has 14 coaches, 
two physiotherapists and ■ a 
backup of administrators. The 
Team Manager is Ronnie Allen, 
who succeeded Bill McGarry 
in 1978. Allen comes to Ara- 
bia highly qualified with spe- 
cialized knowledge in manage- 
ment and method gained first 
as an international soccer 
player for England and second- 
ly as a manager of a variety of 
Clubs, the last of which was 
West Bromwich Albion Club 
(now in the top four of the 
West English Division). He and 
two other coaches travel with 
the National team, each one 
bringing to the training ses- 
sions their own specialized ex- 
pertise- 

ln addition the team is atten- 
ded by a physiotherapist. Mal- 
colm Gregory- whose primary 
concern is to treat injuries and 
insure the players are match 
fit. 

When Hill was asked it he 
thought the Saudi young peo- 
ple could become fine football 
players he replied: “Certainly, 
they have a natural ability al- 
ready built in with their con- 
sistent childhood games of kick- 
ing a ball barefooted in the 
desen sands and open fields.” 
In a sense they have the same 
youthful environmental back- 
ground as Pele, the famous 
Brazilian football player Wbo 
began his career in his home-

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BANGKOK, Oct, 25 (R) — Individual Thai athletes will, 
be permitted, to withdraw from the track and field events of 
the Asian Games here in December if the International Ama- 
teur Athletic Federation (IAAF) stands by its decision not 
to sanction the meeting, and other entrants are expected to 
follow suit. 

Lieut. Col. Manoon Bamroongpluek, secretary of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Association of Thailand, said Wetkiesday, that 
Thai athletes who wish to protect their status with the IAAF. 
which may include the right to compete in die Olympics, 
would be allowed to withdraw. 

He added that he hoped a peaceful solution would be 
found to the problem caused by the IAAFs decision to with- 
hold sanction following the Asian Games federation’s vote to 

exclude Israel from the games. 

The federation said it had deckled not to invjte Israel 
because of possible security problems at the games, due to 

be held from Dec. 9 to 20. . f . 

Col Manoon said that some member countries of the 
Asian' Games Federation had indicated that they would enter 
second-line athletes for the games in order not to compromise 
the IAAF standing of their stars.

nesday morning. The package had been so widely leaked 
over- the last fortnight that many analysts were hoping that 
Outer might be keeping something up his sleeve. But the 
optimists were disappointed, though the revised forecast of 
the budget deficit for next year, now put at $30 billion, points 
to a toughening of the administration’s fiscal stance. 

So, after a better performance by the dollar on Tuesday, 
when its effective devaluation narrowed fractionally to 11.30, 
he dollar came under severe pressure the following morning. 
By lunch -time the U.S. unit had chalked up fresh record lows 
against the Deutscbmaik, guilder and French franc, though 
the losses in terms of the Swiss franc were less marked be- 
cause of central bank intervention. Sterling is still managing 
to remain on the side-lines pursuing a gradual improvement. 

Wall Street continued to fret over the worsening currency 
and interest rate situation. The market was cautious, wary 
of any surprises that might have emerged from Carter’s an- 
nouncement but the* main attention was directed to interest 
rates. The authorities were active in the government securities 
market but confusing -signals made it hard to tell whether 
the Fed was embarking on another round of credit tight ening 

A wroflar situation prevailed in the New York money 
market Fed funds, the money- that banks lend to one another, 
were in very short supply and the cite lept- sharply. - The Fed 
intervened to inject funds but the action was insufficiently 
large to reduce the Fed funds rate below 9 1/20.

Money proposal

ROME. Oct. 25 (R) — 

French President Giscard- d' 
Esnaing arrived in Rome Wed- 
nesday to discuss the proposed 
European Monetary System, 
known as the “Snake" with Pre- 
mier Giulio Andreotti. 

Giscard, on his first official 
visit to Italy, was dining Wed- 
nesday night with President 
Sandro Pertini. His main meei- 
ing with Andreotti. will be held 
Thursday and he returns to 
Paris in the evening. 

Giscard, who is sponsoring 
the new European Monetary 
.System (EMS) with West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Sch- 
midt, was expected to hear ex- 
pressions of hope that Italy 
can join the project but con- 
cern about the strain it could 
cause to the economies of 
both Italy and France. 

Italian politicians have said 
they wan* to join the EMS, 
which involves a link of EEC 
currencies, backed by a mone- 
tary fund. 

But they were worried that 
the Fra. which has been de- 
valued by 39 per cent since 
1973 when Italy left the cur- 
rent monetary link, the “Snake” 
would not remain stable in a 
t'.ght new system.
